LITTLE KENTUCKY. 


It May Some Day Be Claimed «s a Part ol 


Tennessee. 


Little Kentucky, as it might be dub- 


bed very appropriately, is located oppo- 
site Island No. 10, where Kentucky and 
Tennessee meet. The river, by gradual- 
ly cutting ont the Kentucky bank, had 
worn off a narrow strip of hind., ^nfil 
one bright morning several people who 
lived on this side of the line vfoke up 
to find themselves on the other side. In 
other words, the swift current had 
washed away the iieck of earth which 
made the 'extreme southwestern corner 
of cbisstatoa part of the commonwealth 
of Kentucky. 
Tho section of territory 


thus separated from its parent, as it 
were, is ten miles long and five miles 
wide—quite a good mouthful to tako in 
at one bite, even for the greedy Missis- 
sippi. 


Every well posted river man and ev- 


ery person who is acquainted with the 
geogr.-.pliy and topography of this state 
will understand, how such a thing'could 
happen. Eight at tho stato line the river 
forms a loop about teu miles loug. Tho 
loop extends up into Fulton county. 
The swift stream haw simply drawn this 
nooso tight ami formed an island out of 
what was formerly a peninsula. 
Hick- 


inan is the closest town of auy size to 
tho place where all this landmaking oc- 
curred. Darnell, a little hamlet over in 
Obiou county, Tcnu., is quite near the 
spot. 


The boundary lino between Kentucky 


and Tennessee has always boon ralhnr 
complicated down about Island No. 10, 
owing to the peculiar bend in the Mis- 
sissippi mentioned above. 
Tho lakes, 


bayous and sloughs which bisect that 
corner of Fnltoii county in all directions 
also servo to mix matters. 
Tho biting 


off of F.uch a largo strip of soil will add 
to tho general confusion, and tho ques- 
tion may arise as to whether LitUo Ken- 
hii'ky will hereafter belong to the do- 
main of (ho A'ol'uitcer State or still be 
n part and parcel of the dark and 
bloody ground.—Paducah News.

In using weapons, 
for instance, mankind has been taught 
',vi :'..-,SUIIIG for ages attitudes in which 
tho ri^Jit hand and aide have most exer- 
oi.so, ii:ifl this discipline has undoubted- 
ly had its effect ou tho eye.

of exercise.

The Jlitteiprise says a decision was 


rendered last week by Judge Cheney , 
in Lyon county which affect s a great i 
deal of property m Storey county in an j 
indirect way. If the decision holds, 
good, and it is the opinion of ail legal 
men that it must, a number of persons 
who hold property in this county 
which they have bought from time to 
time from the County Commissioners 
in vaiious ways will bo rendered un- 
easy by tbe fact that iho^couuty cp.n 
take it away from them fit any time U 
sees 
fit. 
The law, 
which 
Jud^e 


Cheney's decision is in accordance 
with, says that the only way that the 
County Commissioners can transfer 
any property that comes into their pos- 
session through the fact that taxes upon 
the same have been delinquent is to 
publish the fact and hold a sale by 
public auction. If assessed less than 
$100 the Commissioners may post the 
sale in three places within the county 
instead of publishing uud advertising 
and hold the sale by public auction. 
Then they may transfer tho property 
hus sold to the purchaser. All other 
ransfers of property by the County 
iommissioners are held to b3 invalid, 
A number of such illegal transfers 


of propei-ty have been made in Storey 
county within the past few years. The 
iaso in which Judge Cheney handed 
down the decision in Lyon county was 
;hat of County vs. Delia Ross. The 
defendant had bought property valued 
at $1,600 from the Connty Commission- 
ers for the amount of the delinquent 
taxes, $46. She purchased the property 
without it having been advertised, by a 
quiet egreement with the Board.

The Lenten season begins on Wed- 


nesd iy, the 19th instant, and will con- 
tinue 4.0 days. The following regula- 
tions hnvo been issued to the clergy 
and laity of tho diocese of Sacramento: 


1. All the.week days of Lent from 


Ash Wednesday to Easter Sunday are 
fast days of precept, on one meal, with 
permission for a moderate collation. 
This collation, according to circum- 
stances and greater convenience, may 
be taken in the morning or evening, 
and is regulated by the time of the 
principal meal. 


2. Flesh meat ia allowed on Sundays

ary 9, 1887, for ten years, uulk, batter, 
cheese, fruits, vegetables, eggs and flsh 
are allowed at collation. 


5. All under 21 or over 60 years, are 


exempt from the obligation of fasting; 
also the delicate, the sick and the 
!ceble, and those engaged in hard 
.abor, are not restricted to meat once a 
day on days when its use is permitted.

000 bushels, while fully supplying.tha 
present demand of the United States, 
lOiistiUito but r. small part of the poa- 
nut crop of tho world, as the exporta- 
tion from Africa and India in 18U2 
amounted to nearly 400,000,000 pounds, 
of which 223,000,000 pounds went to 
Marseilles for conversion into oil. 


Tho largest part of tho American crop 


is sold by street venders, but small 
r.monuts are used by confectioners, choc- 
jlate manufacturers and for tho riauu- 
factnrc of oil.

Each year 
doubled and at times increased three- 
fold its crop over (hat of (ho preceding 
yc-uv, KO (lint this country, from bfiug a 
iiivgc imn.-jrter of \vest African nuts, 
was soon able to supply tho clomestio 
demand with the homo raised article. 


Virginia, North Carolina and Tennes- 


see produce a large part of the peanut 
crop of tho United States. 
Within the 


last fow years this crop has ceased to be 
as profitable as heretofore. The method 
of culture—the annual planting of nuts 
on the same land, tho lack of proper ro- 
lation. of crops, the complete removal ol 
,11 vegetation from the land and the fail- 
ure to replenish the soil by means of 
fertilizers—has been-a great factor'in 
redrioipgithe proats of the crop by re- 
Jucing-'"{.he1 ability of the laud to pro- 
luce^sno'h^crops as.were previously se- 
_mroify[uI'that section, so that now in- 
stead'of ''ail averager of 50 bushels per 
hero, "with frequent yields of over 100 
bushels, the average in the peanut sec- 
tions is not over 20 bushels, while tho 
cost of cultivation has been but slightly 
reduced. 


As regards food value, peanut kernels, 


with an average of 20 per cent of pro 
teiu, -19 per cent of fat and 1-1 per cent 
of carbohydrates in tho dry material, 
take a high rank and should bo classed 
with snch concentrated foods as soja 
beans, coKoa seed, etc. 'The vines are 
shown by analysis to be superior to 
timothy hay as n feeding stuff and but 
slightly inferior to clover hay. 


The gi-ouud hulls aro used to a con- 


siderable extent as a coarse fodder iu 
European countries. Peanut meal, (he 
gronnd.residue from oil extraction, is n 
yaiuabie'feeding stuff highly appreciat- 
ed ancfextensivoly used in foreign couu- 
iries.r" It'contains, as the averages ol 
over 2.000 analyses show, about 52 pei 
cent of protein, 8 per cent of fat and 2" 
per cent of carbohydrates and is one. td 
the most concentrated feeding stuffs 
with which we are familiar, ranking 
withcottocseedmeal, linseed meal, etc., 
and iu some cases ahead of them. 


In describing tho uses of peanuts it is 


Bcarcely necessary to more than refer to 
the use to which fully three-fourths ol 
the American raised crop is devoted. 
The nut is sorted in tho factory into 
four grades, tho first, second autt third 
being sold to venders of the roasted pea 
nut either directly or through jobbers, 
while tho fourth is sold to confectioners 
to be used in tho making of "burui 
almouds, " peanut candy and the cheap 
er grades of chocolates.

the use of the peanut by the Arueric:u 
people will be more fully appreciate 
when it is remembered that tliey 
4,000,000 bushels of uuts yearly, at : 
cost to the consumers of $10,000,000 
which do not form a part of tho regului 
articles of food, but are eaten at rdi 
times.—Boston Herald.
